He also said his company has invested heavily in new lines 
and regulators in an attempt to improve local gas service.

Society Has Goebel Items In Archives 



The Kentucky Historical Society 
now has on display in its museum the 
tailor-made coat and other clothes Gov. 
William Goebel was wearing that fateful 
day, Jan 30, 1900, when an unknown 
assassin murdered in. The coat shows 
that the bullet entered just over the 
right breast and came out to the left 
of the spine. 

The Society also has in its extensive 
archives a contract between Frankfort 
photographer E Carl Woff and Justus 
Goebel, dated March 3, 1900, in which 
Woff transferred to the governor’s broth- 
er four negatives and all prints from 
those negatives which he had made of 
the governor Some of these prints are 
in the Society’s excellent picture collec- 
tion. 

Two of these photographs are espe- 
cially interesting as they may show Gov- 
ernor Goebel in the very suit which he 
was wearing the day he was assassinated 
When the tailor-made coat in both pic- 
tures is compared with the one on dis- 
play, the coats appear to be the same. 
The cut of the coat, the pockets, the 
seams, the buttons — they are in each 
case identical. Only the stripes are in 
slight variance. Those in the two photog- 
raphs appear to be wider than those on 
the coat. 

William Goebel was born in 1856 in 
Carbondale, Pa., the eldest of four child- 
ren of a cabinetmaker. The family mov- 
ed to Covington, in 1863. 

Young Goebel was a promising 
young man. After graduating from law 
school in 1877, he practiced law indepen- 
dently and in partnership with both 
John G. Carlisle and Gov. John W. Step- 
henson. 



Goebel’s political career began in 
1887 when he entered the Kentucky 
Senate, to which he was elected to four 
terms in succession until his nomination 
for governor in 1899 

The Republican candidate, William 
S. Taylor, apparently defeated the Dem- 
ocrat, Goebel, by a small margin, but by 
the day upon which Goebel was shot, it 
had become apparent that Goebel and 
•re on the verge of re- 
versing the election by political manuev- 
crings in the Kentucky Legislature. 

Goebel was shot from the Secretary 
of State’s office by a single rifle shot. He 
died four days later No one knows to 
this day with absolute certainty who 
killed Governor Goebel. 

Two Pictures To Remember, 
Iron Lung and Tank 

Two pictures for parents to remember ap- 
peared in recent newspapers 

One showed a mother and seven children 
gathered about a man in an iron lung The 
caption, under a Michigan date line, said that 
the whole family had been vaccinated against 
polio except the father. Now he is so paralyzed 
that he cannot breathe without mechanical aid. 

The other showed an infant of five months 
in a respirator tank. The caption, datelined 
from Texas, said that the baby was a victim 
of polio paralysis. 

What does a father think when he gazes 
up from an iron lung into the sorrowing, be- 
wildered faces of his children? What goes 
through a mother’s mind when she looks down 
on the polio-wasted body of her child? 

One thing they must both realize, to their 
horror and regret, is that polio today is unneces- 
sary. There is a safe and effective weapon 
against it in the Salk vaccine. When it strikes 
a person in 1958 somebody almost surely has 
been guilty of neglect. f
